It  may 
not  contain  all  that  some  may  desire  to 
find  in  it,  but,  as  an  aid  for  the  most 
essential  practices  of  Christian  life,  we 
are  confident  that  it  will  be  kindly  wel- 
comed, and  especially  by  those  who  are 
not  already  supplied  with  some  otlier 
manual  of  piety.

JO  FEASTS  AND  FASTS. 

Fasting  Days. 

All  days  in  Lent,  except  Sundays. 

The  Eve  of  Whitsuntide. 

The  Quarter-Tenses,  or  Ember  days, 
that  occur  in  the  four  seasons  of  the  year. 

The  Vigil  of  the  Assumption  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  and  of  All  Saints. 

Every  Friday  in  Advent,  and  Christ- 
mas Eve. 

Days  of  Abstinence  from  Flesh  Meat. 

Every  Day  in  Lent  except  when  the 
use  of  meat  is  allowed  by  the  Archbishop 
or  Bishop  of  the  diocess. 

All  Fridays  in  the  year. 

If  a  fasting  day  fall  on  a  Sunday,  the 
fast  is  kept  on  the  Saturday  before.  If 
Christmas  Day  fall  upon  a  Friday,  neither 
fast  nor  abstinence  is  observed. 

N.  B. — The  Catholic  Church  com- 
mands all  her  children  to  be  present  at 
the  great  Eucharistic  Sacrifice,  which  we 
call  the  Mass  ;  and  to  rest  from  servile 
work  on  Sundays  and  Holydays. 
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Secondly,  To  abstain  from  flosh  on  all 
the  days  of  fasting  and  abstinence. 

Thirdly,  To  confess  their  sins  at  least 
once  a  year. 

Fourthly,  To  receive  the  blessed  sacra- 
ment at  least  once  a  year,  during  Easter 
time. 

The  time  for  satisfying  the  Easter  pre- 
cept in  the  States,  as  well  North  as  South, 
is,  in  virtue  of  a  late  concession,  from  the 
first  Sunday  of  Lent  to  Trinity  Sunday, 
both  inclusively. 
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Before  prayer  prepare  thy  soul,  and 
be  not  as  a  man  that  temptcth  God.

It  is  not  thy  interpreters,  O  God  !  who 
are  now  to  insuuct  me  ;  it  is  thy  only 
Son;  it  is  his  word  I  am  going  to  hear.

0  adorable 
victim  of  my  salvation  !  look  down  on 
me,  and  save  me.

[To  communicate  spiritually,  renew  by 
an  act  of  Faith,  your  firm  belief  of 
Christ's  real  presence.  Make  an  act  of 
contrition.  Desire  most  earnestly  to  re- 
ceive him  with  the  priest.  Beg  him  to 
accept  these  desires,  and  to  unite  liim- 
self  to  you  in  the  eflusion  of  his  graces.] 

What  a  comfort  to  me,  O  my  God! 
were  I  in  the  number  of  those,  whose

But,  until  the  arrival  of 
this  happy  day,  I  earnestly  entreat  thee, 
0  dearest  Lord!  that  thou  wouldst  make 
me  a  sharer  in  all  the  advantages,  which 
the  communion  of  the  priest  shall  pro- 
duce in  these  thy  people. 

Increase  my  faith  by  the  virtue  of  this 
sacrament,  strengthen  my  hope,  refine 
in  my  soul  thy  divine  charity,  fill  my 
heart  with  love,  that  it  beat  but  for 
thee,  and  live  for  thee  alone.

A    PRAYER   BEFORE   CONFESSION. 

O  ALMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  God! 
who  liast  made  me  out  of  nothinij;,  and 
redeemed  me  by  the  precious  blood  of  thy 
only  Son  ;  who  hast  borne  with  me  to 
this  day  with  so  much  patience,  notwith- 
standing my  sins  and  ingratitude  ;  behold 
me,  O  Lord  !  prostrate  at  thy  feet  to  im- 
plore thy  forgiveness.  I  desire  most 
sincerely  to  leave  all  my  evil  ways,  to 
forsake  this  region  of  death  where  I  have 
so  long  lost  myself,  and  to  return  to  thee, 
the  fountain  of  life.  I  desire,  like  the 
prodigal  child,  to  enter  seriously  into  my- 
self, and,  with  the  like  resolutions,  to  rise 
without  delay,  and  go  home  to  my  Father, 
though  I  am  infinitely  unworthy  to  be 
called  his  child,  in  hopes  of  meeting  with 
the  like  reception  from   his  most  tender 
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mercy.  I  know  thou  desirest  not  the 
death  of  a  sinner,  but  that  he  may  be 
converted  and  live  I  know  thy  mercies 
are  above  all  thy  works  ;  and  1  most  con- 
fidently hope,  that  as  in  ihy  mercy  thou 
hast  spared  me  so  long,  and  hast  now 
given  me  this  desire  of  returning  to  thee, 
so  thou  wilt  finish  the  work  thou  hast  be- 
gun, and  bring  me  to  a  perfect  reconcili- 
ation with  thee.

Let  this  he  the  change  of 
the  right  hand  of  the  Most  High  ! 

Thou  hast  made  me,  O  my  God  !  and 
redeemed  me  by  thy  precious  blood. 
Oh  !  despise   not  the  work  of  thy  hand.s, 
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and  let  not  thy  blood  be  spilt  for  me  in 
vain  ! 

Too  late  have  I  known  thee,  O  eternal 
truth!  too  late  have  I  loved  thee,  0  eter- 
nal beauty!  too  long  have  I  gone  astray 
from  thee !  From  this  moment,  O  my 
Sovereign  Good  !  I  desire  to  be  for  ever 
thine.  Oh  !  let  nothing,  in  life  or  death, 
ever  separate  me  from  thee  any  more  ! 

O  divine  lover  of  penitent  souls  !  give 
me  henceforth  a  contrite  and  humble 
heart.  I  wish  from  this  hour  to  offer  this 
sacrifice  to  thee  daily,  to  the  end  of  my 
life. 

O  divine  love,  how  little  art  thou  known 
in  this  wicked  world!  how  little  art  thou 
loved  !  Come  now,  and  take  full  posses- 
sion of  my  whole  heart  and  soul,  for  time 
and  eternity. 

Thy  mercy  has  been  infinite,  in  bear- 
ing so  long  with  so  ungrateful  a  sinner 
as  I  have  been,  and  in  daily  heaping  thy 
favors  upon  me.  Add  this  one  favor,  O 
Lord !  to  all  the  rest,  that  henceforth, 
through  thy  grace,  I  may  never  oli'end 
thee  more.     This  one  thing  I  earnestly 
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beg  of  thee,  for  thy  infinite  mercy's  sake, 
and  through  tbe  death  and  passion  of  thy 
only  Son.  Hear  tliis  onp  ])rayer,  I  be- 
seech thee,  and  in  all  things  else  do  with 
me  what  thou  pleasest. 

I  am  resolved,  by  thy  grace,  never  more 
to  turn  to  my  sins.  Oh!  rather  let  me 
die  than  offend  tjiee  wilfully  any  more. 
I  am  resolved  to  avoid  all  evil  company, 
and  dangerous  occasions ;  and  to  take 
proper  measures  for  a  thorough  amend- 
ment of  my  life  for  the  future.  All  this 
I  resolve;  but  thou   knovvest  my  frailty, 

0  my  God  !  and  if  thou  assist  me  not 
with  thy  grace,  bII  my  resolution  will 
prove  ineffectual,  and  1  shall  be  for  ever 
miserable.     Oh  !  look  to  me,  0  Lorjl !  that 

1  may  never  betray  thee  any  more. 

MKTHOD   OF   CONFESSING. 

After  having  carefully  examined  your  con- 
science,  excited  yourself  to  a  hearty  sorrow 
for  your  sins,  and  made  a  firm  purpose  of 
amendment,  go  and  make  your  confession 
to  the  minister  of  God,  xvho,  in  virtue  of 
the  power  and  commission  which  he  has 
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received  to  that  effect,  is,  either  "  to  forgive 
or  retain,  to  loose  or  bind,"  according 
to  the  preparation  of  your  heart,  the  na- 
ture of  your  transgressions,  their  number, 
their  enormity,  Sfc. 

Ingoing  to  confession,  humble  yourself  by 
considering  the  majesty  of  God,  and  your 
own  many  infirmities  and  great  unwor- 
thiness.  Let  yotir  confession  be  plain, 
entire,  and  prudent  ;  neither  obscuring 
your  faults,  nor  concealing  any  thing 
wilfully,  nor  saying  what  would  be  preju- 
dicial to  a  third  person. 

Being  on  your  knees,  in  the  attitude  of  a 
suppliant,  say  first  :  Bless  me,  Father, 
because  I  have  sinned ;  "I  confess  to 
Almighty  God,"  &c.,  p.  22,  as  far  as 
"through  my  fault." 

Then  proceed  thus  :  Since  my  last  confes- 
sion, which  was  (mention  the  time)  I 
accuse  myself  of,  &c.  &c. 

Having  finished  the  declaration  of  your  sins, 
add  :  For  these  and  all  other  sins  that 
have  escaped  my  memory,  I  am 
heartily  sorry,  humbly  ask  pardon  of 
God,  and  penance  and  absolution  of 
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yon,  my  ghostly  father,  '"through  my 
fault,"  &c. 
After  this,  listen  attentively  to  the  instruc' 
tions  and  advice  of  your  confessor^  an- 
sivcr  his  questions^  and  humbly  accept  the 
penance  which  he  will  enjoin.  Whilst 
he  absolves  you,  bow  down  your  head,  and^ 
with  profound  humility,  say 

AN    ACT  OF    CONTRITION. 

0  MY  God!  I  am  most  heartily  sorry 
for  all  my  sins;  and  I  detest  them  above 
all  tilings,  because  they  displease  thee, 
who  art  infinitely  gooil  and  amiable,  and 
subject  me  to  the  rigors  of  thy  justice  ; 
and  I  firmly  resolve,  with  the  help  of 
thy  grace,  to  do  penance  for  them,  and 
never  more  to  oifend  iheo. 


0  God  of  infinite  goodness!  wlio   hasi 
shown  such  niercy  to  a  niiserable  sinner! 

0  )nost  in<lulj^ent  Fatlicr!  who  hast  re- 
ceived once  more  thy  prodigal  chihl. 
how  shall  I  thank  thee  ?  how  shall  I 
testify  the  joy  and  gratitude  that  fill  my 
heart?  0  that  I  could  worthily  thank 
thee,  my  good  God!  and  acknowledge, 
as  I  ought,  that  infinite  mercy  which 
forgiveth  all  ray   iniquities^   which  healeth 

all  my  diseases.  Ps.  cii.  3.  Oh!  that  I 
could  now    be    heard  all  over  the  world. 

1  would  p^ibJish  to  all  sinners,  that  thou 
art  a  God:  compassionate  and  merciful, 
who  wilt  not  always  be  atigry,  nor  threaten 
for  ever.     Ibid.  8,  9.     I  would    invite  all 

who  ever  had  the  misfortune  of  offending 
thee,  to  return  with  their  whole  hearts, 
that  they  may  enjoy  with  me  the  bliss  of 
having  been  received  into  thy  grace  and 
favor.  Thou  wouldst  receive  them  no 
7 
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less  mercifully  than  thou  receiA'eclst  me  - 
for  as  a  father  hath  compassion  on  his 
'hildren,  so  hath  the  Lord  compassion  <tn 
them  that  fear  him.  Ibid.  13.  My  God, 
thou  hast  broken  the  bonds  of  uiy  sins; 
thou  hast  blotted  out,  with  thy  own  pre- 
cioiis  blood,  the  sentence  of  eternal  death, 
which  stood  ajiainst  me;  tiiou  hast 
>natclied  me  almost  fiom  the  brink  of 
hell,  and  delivered  me  from  the  power 
of  the  devil,  who  has  now  no  claim  to 
my  soul :  as  far  as  the  east  is  from  the 
west,  so  far  hast  thou  removed  my  iniquities 
from  me,  (lb.  V2.)  and  by  the  mouth  of 
thy  minister  thou  hast  desired  the  most 
unworthy  of  all  sinners  to  "Go  in  pcuce.''^ 
O  divine  Jesus!  I  have  obeyed  thy  com- 
mand, my  heart  rejoices,  my  soul  is  truly 
at  peace,  because  I  hope  I  am  no  longer 
thy  enemy;  because  thou  hast  received 
me  with  mercy  and  forgiveness,  and 
satisfied  the  first  and  only  desire  of  my 
heart.  But,  Lord !  hast  thou  not  said, 
that  those  to  whom  much  has  been  for- 
given, should  love  thee  much  1  To 
whom  hast  thou  ever  rerSitted  such  in- 
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gratitude  as  mine  ?  who  had  ever  so 
little  claim  on  thy  compassion;  yet,  at 
the  same  time,  who  ever  experienced 
more  of  thy  mercy  and  goodness?  Oh! 
let  me  then  love  thee,  at  least,  more  than 
those  who  offended  thee  less,  and  to 
whom  less  was  remitted  ;  let  me  love 
thee  unceasingly,  and  sincerely  begin, 
from  this  happy  day,  to  serve  thee  alone, 
and  love  thee  above  all  created  things. 
O  most  bountiful  Redeemer,  so  worthy 
of  my  whole  heart!  though  thou  hast 
mercifully  forgiven  me,  yet  I  will  never 
pardon  myself;  though  I  firmly  trust  thou 
hast  forgotten  my  iniquities,  yet  I  will 
never  forget  them,  but  grieve  over  them 
to  the  last  moment  of  my  life.  The 
more  mercy  and  tenderness  I  have  ex- 
perienced from  thee,  the  more  reason  I 
have  to  deplore  my  misfortune  in  having 
ever  offended  so  good  a  God.  This  day 
shall  be  the  beginningof  my  perfect  con- 
version ;  from  this  moment  forward,  the 
recollection  of  my  past  ingratitude  and 
thy  ineffable  goodness  shall  be  ever 
present  to  my  mind,  and  with  the  assis- 
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tance  of  thy  grace,  shall  be  a  double 
motive  for  detesting  sin,  and  foithfuUy 
observing  my  resolutions,  which  I  fer- 
vently renew,  and  once  more  present  to 
thy  divine  Majesty.  Do  not  refuse  to  re- 
ceive, O  my  God!  the  remainder  of  my 
life.  I  am  heartily  sorrow  for  the  years 
I  have  misspent ;  they  have  gone  down 
as  a  shadow ;  they  have  passed  away 
without  fruit;  but  as  I  cannot  recall 
them.  I  will  at  least  tliink  of  them  in  the 
bitterness  of  my  soul.  Oh  !  let  the  ardor 
with  which  I  pursued  a  life  of  sin,  be  in 
future  applied  to  thy  service,  that  where 
sin  hath  abounded,  thy  divine  grace  may 
be  still  more  abundant.  Let  the  change 
in  my  conduct  be  visible  to  all,  and  may 
I  henceforward  edify  more  than  I  have 
hitherto  scandalized. 

O  DIVINE  Lord!  vouchsafe  graciously 
to  remember  thy  holy  thoughts  from  all 
eternity,  and  chiefly  that  tender  design 
of  becoming  man  for  the  redemption  of 
the  world.  Pardon  me,  through  the 
merits  of  these,  all  my  vain  and  evil 
imaginations,  as  well  as  the  bad  thoughts 
I  may  have  excited  in  others. 
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0  most  compassionate  Jei;us !  l,  a 
wretched  sinner,  dare  to  present  thee  all 
the  words  of  salvation  which  have  fallen 
iVom  thy  sacred  lips,  and  which  others 
have  uttered,  or  shall  hereafter  utter  to 
the  glory  of  ihy  name  ;  and  I  earnestly 
beseech  thee,  through  these  expressions, 
lull  of  glory  to  God  and  peace  to  men,  to 
forgive  whatever  I  have  said  offensive  to 
thy  divine  Majesty,  or  what  others, 
through  my  means,  may  have  sinfully 
uttered. 

O  most  amiable  Lord,  Jesus  Christ!  re- 
member all  the  good  works  thou  hast 
performed  for  our  salvation,  and  through 
their  infinite  merits  graciously  ])ardou 
my  reiterated  offenses  against  thy  holy 
law.  Mercifully  direct  all  my  thoughts, 
words,  and  actions  to  thy  greater  glory, 
and  regulate  them  by  the  model  of  thy 
own  blessed  life. 

O  Jesus  Christ,  Saviour  of  the  world  ! 
who  invitest  the  sinner  to  return  to  thee, 
kindly  receiving,  refreshing,  and  consol- 
ing him  ;  remember  that  with  thy  pre- 
cious blood  thou  wast  jjleased  to  redeem 
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my  sinful  soul :  to  thy  sacred  wounds  I 
therefore  flee  for  refuge ;  and  as  in  thy 
mercy  thou  didst  pray  for  thy  enemies, 
and  saci-ifice  thy  life  for  thy  tormentors, 
vonchsafe  to  impart  to  me  the  benefits 
of  thy  sacred  death  and  passion.  Grant 
that  I  may  never  again  crucify  thee  by 
any  wilful  offence  ;  but  sincerely  grieving 
lor  the  past,  and  resolutely  striving 
against  present  temptations,  I  may  fer- 
vently persevere  to  the  end  in  thy  love 
and  service.  Into  thy  hands  I  commend 
my  v/liole  being.  O  Jesus,  Son  of  David  ! 
have  mercy  on  me. 

O  HOLY  Virgin,  and  all  ye  saints  ami 
angels!  bless  and  extol  the  Lord  for  his 
infinite  mercies  :  beg  of  him  to  accept 
the  confession  I  have  made,  to  supply, 
through  his  goodness,  for  all  its  deficien- 
cies, and  graciously  to  confirm  in  heaven 
the  sentence  of  absolution  which  has 
been  pronounced  upon  me  on  earth. 

[For  satisfaction  (besides  your  perform- 
ance of  the  penance  which  is  enjoined,) 
you  must  labor  to  conquer  all  inclina-

tions  to  the  sins  you  have  confessed. 
If  you  have  injured  any,  you  must 
make  restitution  as  far  as  you  are 
able  ;  if,  by  your  example  or  otherwise, 
you  have  given  scandal  or  occasion 
for  sin,  you  must,  by  contrary  virtues, 
endeavor  to  repair  the  spiritual  dam- 
age oi  your  neighbor.]

[Imagine  that  our  Saviour  invites  you, 
Into  the  same  room  in  which  he  ate  his 
last  supper  vi'ith  his  apostles,  to  be  a  wit- 
ness of  the  miracle  he  is  there  going  to 
perform,  and  to  give  yon  communion  with 
iiis  own  sa(n-ed  hands.  How  fervent  so- 
ever your  sentiments  nii<jht  have  been 
on  that  solemn  occasion,  they  ought  not 
to  be  less  so  at  present ;  for  as  he  ordain- 
ed that  this  divine  food  should  be  daily 
renewed,  for  the  nourishment  of  the  faith- 
Jul,  till  his  second  coming  to  judge  man- 
kind at  the  end  of  the  world,  so  he  gives 
himself  no  less  to  us  at  present,  than  he 
did  at  that  time  to  hi*  apostles.  Take 
them  now  for  your  model.  The  accounts 
which  we  have  in  the  gospel  of  this  last 
mysterious  supper,  will  furnish  you  with 
I)roper  Acts  for  Communion.  Read  them 
attentively  :    make   them   your   own,  by 
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reflection  ;  and  let  them  sink  deeply  into 
your  heart.] 

AN   ACT   OF    ADORATION. 

Could  we  ever  believe,  0  Lord,  or  even 
imagine,  that  thy  love  for  ns  was  so  ex- 
cessive, had  not  thine  own  infallible  word 
convinced  us  of  its  truth?  Hadst  thou, 
when  thou  \vast  about  to  quit  this  world, 
left  us  thy  adorable  heart  as  a  pledge  of 
thy  atfection  ;  or  hadst  thou,  when  thy 
side  was  pierced,  ordered  thy  precious 
blood  to  be  distributed  throughout  thy 
Church  ;  such  favors  would  justly  claim 
our  most  grateful  acknowledgments.  But 
this  would  not  satisfy  the  extent  of  thy 
love:  thou  didst  choose,  in  a  godlike 
manner,  to  penetrate  into  tlie  very  cen- 
tre of  our  hearts,  and  give  thyself  to  each 
of  us  in  particular,  entirely,  and  foi  ever. 
With  what  amazement,  then,  must  not 
the  angels,  and  the  whole  hierarchy  of 
celestial  intelligences,  have  beheld  such 
a  prodigy!  Were  they  not,  in  some  mea- 
sure, jealous  to  see  mankind  thus  uncom- 
monly favored?     But  what  didst  thou  dis- 
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cover  in  me,  O  Lord,  that  could  thus  at- 
tract thee?  or  ^vhat  conldst  thou  possibly 
expect  from  my  indigence  1  Can  I  be- 
come tlie  dwelling  place  of  Him  who  is 
the  delight  of  the  blessed.  Alas  !  had  I 
even  tlie  innocence  of  the  beloved  disci- 
ple St.  John,  or  the  anient  love  of  thy 
zealous  apostle  St.  Peter,  I  should  then 
have  some  little  claim  to  sit  down  at  thy 
table  ;  but  since  I  am  removed  at  so  great 
a  distance  from  such  holy  cfVspositions, 
vouchsafe,  0  Lord,  to  supply  my  defi- 
ciency by  the  efl'usion  of  thy  grace. 
Whence  is  this  favor  to  me,  O  my  mer- 
ciful Redeemer?  What  is  man,  that  thou 
art  mindful  of  him  1  or  the  so7i  of  man,  that 
thou  visitest  him  ?  Ps.  vii;.  5. 

AN    ACT    OF    DESIRE. 

Since  tho<^  O  Lord,  art  so  prodigal  of 
miracles,  and  obligest  me  to  receive  thee 
under  such  severe  penalties,  nothing  can 
be  more  certain  thn,n  that  thou  desirestto 
make  my  heart  thy  dwelling  place.  With 
what  fervent  desires  should  I  not,  there- 
fore, endeavor  to  co-operate   with  inten- 
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tions  so  bountiful,  O  my  all-sufficient 
God  !  Thougli  thou  standest  in  no  need 
of  me,  yet  tliou  hast  compassion  on  my 
poverty.  May  then  the  efficacy  of  thy 
grace  supply  my  indigence  ;  may  it  ,i wa- 
ken every  faculty  of  my  soul,  and  render 
my  desires  to  receive  thee  worthily,  still 
more  inflamed :  for  though  they  are  arri- 
ved at  a  certain  anxiety,  I  am  neverthe- 
less sensible  of  their  being  too  tepid. 
Alas,  my  Redeemer  !  why  do  I  not  sigh 
after  thee,  with  the  same  holy  fervor  as 
did  the  Patriarchs  of  the  Old  Law,  who 
expected  thy  coming  ?  Co7nc,  O  Lord  !  and 
do  not  delay.  Remember,  O  heavenly 
Physician  !  that  thou  canst  not  refuse  thy 
all-healing  balsam  to  the  wounds  of  my 
soul,  since  thy  motive  for  descending  on 
earth  was  to  heal  the  sins  of  men.  Al- 
though I  am  needy  and  poor,  yet  thou 
canst  enrich  me.  Although  I  nm  ensla- 
ved under  the  tyranny  of  my  predomi- 
nant passions,  yet  thou  canst  break  my 
chains  and  set  me  at  liberty:  a  single 
word  of  thine  would  be  altogether  suffi- 
cient to  work  these  miracles  in   favor  of 
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one  so  unworthy  of  thy  corporeal  pres- 
ence as  I  am.  Sjieak  it  then,  O  Sover- 
eign Good  !  for  I  can  no  longer  live  witli- 
out  thee.  Let  blind  and  infatuated  world- 
ings  intoxicate  themselves  with  the  false, 
transieiit,  and  fading  happiness  of  this 
life  ;,as  ibr  my  part,  nothing  be."?ides  thy- 
self can  content  me,  either  in  heaven  or 
on  earth  ;  for  what  have  I  in  heaven,  or 
what  can  I  desire  on  earlh,  beside  thee  ? 
Come,  then,  0  thou  Lamb  of  God,  who 
talce.^t  away  the  sins  of  the  world  !  Come!, 
thou  beloved  of  my  heart !  adorable  flesh 
and  precious  blood  of  my  Saviour  !  Come, 
to  nourish,  comfort,  and  enliven  my  sick- 
ly soul.  O  God  of  my  heart!  let  me 
neither  love,  seek,  nor  think  on  any  other 
object  but  thyself  alone  ;  for  thou  alone 
art  my  consolation,  my  treasure,  my  joy, 
my  life,  my  God,  and  my  all !  My  heart 
us  eagerly  desires  to  receive  thee,  as  the 
wearied  stag  longs  to  quench  his  thirst  in 
the  foimtains  of  water. 

AN    ACT   OF    FEAR. 

If  the  uncertainty  of  being  worthy  of 
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thy  love  or  hatred,  O  Lord  !  made  even 
St.  Paul,  that  vessel  of  election,  tremble, 
how  much  more  reason  liave  not  I  to  ap-  . 
preliend  lest  some  concealed  sin,  lurking 
in  my  heart,  might  obstruct  the  salutary 
influence  of  those  graces,  which  thou 
hast  prepared  for  them  that  worthily  re- 
ceive thee  in  this  divine  Sacrament? 
May  not  I  perhaps,  like  another  Judas, 
give  thee  the  kiss  of  peace  to-day,  and 
basely  betray  thoc  to-morrow  ?  or,  instead 
of  coming  to  visit  me,  as  a  faithfid  disci- 
ple, <,lost  thou  not  rather  come  with  horror 
an(i  indignation,  as  to  a  concealed  ene- 
my ?  How  can  I  answer  for  the  integrity 
of  my  confession,  the  fervor  of  my  con- 
trition, or  the  sincerity  of  )T»y  resolutions? 
Is  it  not  custom,  or  human  respect,  that 
brings  me  to  the  foot  of  thy  altar  ?  Have 
I  not  still  some  favorite  attachment?  and 
in  the  resolution  I  have  made  of  relin- 
quishing my  evil  habits,  have  I  not  spar- 
ed some  favorite,  though  dangerous  pas- 
sion? With  the  same  heartfelt  anguish 
as  thy  disciples  experienced  on  the  like 
occasion,  I   ask  thee,  O  Lord!    Is  it  I? 
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But  the  most  abominable  traitor  Judas 
asked  thee  the  same  question.  Is  not  my 
anxiety,  as  his  was,  only  false  and  appa- 
rent ?  It  is  this  thought,  O  my  God  !  that 
terrifies  me  ;  and  it  is  to  thyself  alone  I 
liave  recourse  to  preserve  me  from  so 
horrible  a  sacrilege.  No  ;  thou  wilt  nev- 
er })ermit  me  to  be  guilty  of  so  horrid  a 
profanation,  since  thou  scest  there  is  no 
evil  I  dread  so  mtich.  Wherefore,  my 
dear  Saviour!  after  being  as  diligent  as 
I  could  in  my  preparation  to  receive  thee, 
I  now  rest  entirely  on  thy  infinite  mercy. 
Depart  from  me;  for  I  am  a  sinful  man, 
Lord!  Luke  v.  8.  Son  be  of  good  heart  : 
thy  siiis  are  forgiven  thee.     Matt.  ix.  2. 

AN   ACT   OF   CONTRITION. 

To  transform  a  soul  so  defiled  as  mine 
into  a  state  of  innocence  and  })urity,  must 
be  the  work  of  tlie  right  hand  of  the  Most 
High.  Ah,  my  God!  I  shall  never  be 
able  to  discover  any  vestige  of  that  pre- 
cious innocence  which  makes  a  soul  so 
lovely  and  acceptable  in  thy  sight,  unless 
I  trace  back  my  whole  life  to  the  days  of 
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my  childhood.  But  although  I  liave  had 
tlie  misfortune  to  forfeit  my  baptismal 
innocence  by  sin,  yet  there  remains  for 
my  consolation  this  sure  anchor,  whereby 
I  may  hope  to  regain  thy  favor,  grounded 
on  tliy  infallible  promise,  viz.  That  thou 
wilt  never  despise  a  contrite  and  humble 
heart. 

But  if  even  the  enormity  of  my  sins 
had  not  exposed  me  to  tliy  wrath,  and 
consequently  to  the  eternal  pains  of  hell, 
yet  would  I  nevertheless  sincerely  detest 
them.  0  my  God!  do  not  upbraid  mc  with 
mine  iniquities,  they  are  always  in  my 
sight ;  and  the  bitterness  of  my  regret 
for  having  committed  them,  shall  serve 
as  a  continual  punishment  of  my  base- 
ness. Ah,  my  Redeemer!  though  I  can- 
not suffer  such  an  excessive  degree  of 
anguish  as  thou  didst  during  thy  agony 
in  the  garden  of  Gethsemani,  when  in  a 
bloody  sweat,  thou  didst  offer  thyself  as 
a  victim  to  the  eternal  Father  ;  yet  I  am 
fully  determined  to  suffer  with  patience 
every  cross  or  affliction  which  may  fall 
in  my  way,  as  well  in  atonement  for  the 
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sins  I  have  hitlierto  committed,  as  to  pre- 
vent me  from  future  relapses.  Assist  mc 
with  thy  grace,  O  Ijoiintiful  Saviour!  and 
remove  every  occasion  of  sin  from  me  ; 
and  as  I  dread  no  evil  so  much  as  thatof 
offending  tliee,  rather  cut  the  thread  of 
my  life,  than  suffer  me  again  to  commit 
a  deliberate  sin.  O  my  amiable  Saviour ! 
inflamed  with  thy  love,  I  am  fully  resolved 
to  avoid  every  fault  that  may  in  the  least 
displease  thee,  or  diminish  the  infhience 
of  thy  graces.  Although  I  have  a  well- 
grounded  confidence  that  my  soul  has 
been  cleansed  in  the  Sacrament  of  Pen- 
ance, still  I  desire  to  be  washed  more 
and  more  from  my  iniquities.  Create  a 
dean  heart  in  me,  O  God  !  and  renew  aright 
spirit  within  my  botvcls.    Psalm  1.  12. 

AN    ACT   OF   HUMILITY. 

What  am  I,  0  God  of  majesty  and 
glory,  or  who  am  1  that  thou  shouldst 
deign  even  to  look  on  me?  Whence  am* 
I  honored  with  so  unspeakable  a  favor, 
as  that  my  Lord  and  my  God  should  come 
and  visit  in  person  so  miserable  a  sinner

and  vile  a  worm  of  the  earth?  How 
daros  a  being  more  contemptible  than 
nothing,  approach  so  lioly  a  God,  eat  the 
bread  of  angels,  and  feed  on  thy  divine 
flesh?  Ah,  Lord!  it  is  too  much:  I  am 
not  worthy  of  so  great  a  favor  ;  I  shall 
never,  no,  never  deserve  it. 

0  King  of  heaven  and  earth  !  adorable 
Sovereign  !  the  Author  and  Preserver  of 
the  universe!  behold,  I  annihilate  my- 
self before  thee,  protesting  that  I  would 
humble  myself  as  much  for  tliy  glory,  as 
thou  dost  here  for  my  salvation.  I  ac- 
knowledge, with  the  most  profound  res- 
pect, the  infinite  gnrandeur  of  thy  divine 
Majesty,  and  my  own  miserable  baseness. 
The  contemplation  of  the  one  and  the 
other  fills  me  with  inexpressible  confu- 
sion. Can  I  possibly  do  more,  my  dear 
Saviour!  than  to  confess  with  the  utmost 
humility,  in  the  words  of  the  Centurion, 
Lord  !  I  am  not  worthy  that  thou  shouldst 
enter  under  my  roof ;  but  only  say  the  word, 
and  my  soul  shall  be  healed.. 
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AN    ACT   OF   FAITH. 

Singe  thou,  omnipotent  God  !  whose  al- 
mighty words  are  creative,  productive, 
and  effective;  since  thou,  0  eternal  Tru.h! 
who  canst  neither  deceive  nor  be  deceiv- 
ed ;  since  ihou,  I  say,  hast  declared  that 
thou  art  really  and  actually  present,  under 
the  appearance  of  mitterial  bread.  I  there- 
fore implicitly  believe  it;  for  what  great- 
er proof  can  I  require  of  the  truth  of  tliis 
mystery,  than  tliine  own  infallil^lc  word? 
Yes,  my  dear  Saviour,  I  openly  confess, 
and  am  inwardly  convinced,  that  it  is 
thou  thyself  I  am  going  to  receive  ;  thou 
who,  for  my  saUe,  wast  born  in  a  man- 
ger; thon  who,  for  my  redemption,  didst 
die  on  a  cross,  and  wlio,  though  now  glo- 
riously seated  on  thy  heavenly  throne, 
still  continuest  on  i>arlh.  under  the  sacra- 
mental veils,  to  feed  and  nourish  the 
souls  of  men.  Were  I  to  behold  thee 
with  my  corporal  eyes,  and  examine  the 
impressions  of  the  wounds  thou  didst  re- 
ceive in  thy  sacred  hands  and  side,  as 
.St,  Thomas  did,  still  I  could  not  sav  with 
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move  confidence  than  I  now  do.  that  tlioii 
art  my  Lord  and  my  God.  I  do  not  asU  a 
iTiiracle.  as  a  proof  of  thy  real  presence  : 
no,  Lord!  let  me  rather  have  the  whole 
merit  of  faith;  for  thou  hast  said  :  Bless- 
ed are  they  that  have  not  seen,  and  have  be- 
lieved. Wast  thou  therefore  to  speak  to 
me  from  this  very  tabernacle,  thy  voice 
would  affect  me  less  than  that  which  re- 
bounds in  thy  Gospel,  and  in  thy  Church 
founded  by  thyself  and  propagated  in  a 
miraculous  manner.

1.  If  attacked  with  serious  siclcness, 
send  immediately  for  your  confessor,  and 
make  a  good  confession.  As  sickness  is 
often  a  punishment  of  sin,  sincere  repen- 
tance and  a  good  confession  are  often 
means  of  recovery.     Delay  not. 

2.  If  your  will  is  not  already  made, 
make  it,  and  settle  your  temporal  affairs. 

3.  Ask  your  best  friends  candidly  to 
tell  you  your  condition.  Admit  but  few 
visitors,  and  profit  by  the  time  you  have 
left. 

4.  Discharge  your  debts  if  you  have 
any.  Forgive  tliose  who  have  injured 
you,  and  ask  pardon  of  aU  you  liave  in- 
jured. Be  reconciled  to  enemies  if  you 
have  any. 

5.  With  resignation  accept  your  sick- 
ness as  coming  from  God,  and  a  just  in-

fliction  on  you  for  your  sins.  Offer  your- 
self and  your  sufferings  to  God,  and  beg 
He  will  grant  you  patience.  Unite  your 
sufferings  with  those  of  Christ  our  Sa- 
viour. 

6.  Ask  some  friend  to  read  to  you 
spiritual  lessons  and  prayers. 

7.  Keep  the  crucifix  before  your  eyes, 
and  think  much  and  often  on  the  passion 
and  death  of  our  Lord. 

8.  Try,  by  frequent  acts  of  contrition, 
to  excite  in  your  soul  a  truly  penitential 
spirit.  It  is  said  by  St.  Augustine,  that 
however  innocent  his  life  may  have  been 
no  christian  ought  to  venture  to  die  ex- 
cept as  a  penitent.

The  Treasury  of  the  church,  consisting 
of  the  merits  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
of  the  merits  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary 
and  of  the  other  saints,  is  the  source 
from  which  we  may  seek  aid  to  make 
satisfaction  to  God  for  oiir  sins,  after  we 
have  sought  pardon  for  them  through  re- 
pentance and  absolution.  Of  this  treas- 
ury the  Sovereign  Pontif,  the  successor  of 
St.  Peter,  holds  the  keys.  In  virtue  of 
the  Communion  of  Saints  we  can  be 
made  partakers  of  this  spiritual  treasury. 
The  application  is  made  to  us  by  what 
is  termed  an  indulgence,  requiring  on  our 
part,  that  we  place  ourselves  in  the  state 
of  grace,  and  comply  with  the  prescribed 
conditions. 

An  indulgence  is  not  the  remission  of 
sin,  it  is  much  less  a  license  to  sin,  but  it 
is  the  remission  of  the  temporal  punishment, 
which  remains  due  to  sin,  after  the  sin  has 
been  forgiven  by  means  of  the  sacrament 
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of  penance.  The  temporal  punishment 
a.nd  obligation  of  satisfaction  are  not  al- 
ways remitted  when  sin  is  forgiven,  but 
most  commonly  are  still  to  be  undergone. 
We  know  not  what  will  be  the  amount 
of  satisfaction  God  will  require,  nor  whe- 
ther our  penitential  works,  in  the  imper- 
fect way  we  perform  them,  will  amount 
to  much  in  satisfying  for  our  sins,  but  the 
church  teaches  us  we  can  be  aided  from 
the  riches  of  the  church,  which  is  the 
mystic  body  of  Christ  of  which  we  are 
weak  members,  and  hence  the  great  im- 
portance for  us  to  avail  ourselves  of  the 
indulgences  offered  to  us,  on  the  condi- 
tion of  our  doing  certain  pious  works,  in 
themselves  agreeable  to  God. 

There  must  be  a  renouncing  of  sin,  a 
purpose  of  amendment  and  satisfaction, 
a  sincere  scrrrow  for  sins  committed,  and 
a  due  performance  of  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed. This  penitential  disposition 
must  be  found  in  him  who  seeks  the  aid 
of  an  indulgence. 

The  church,  at  an  early  period  of  her 
existence,  drew  up  certain   rules  or  can- 
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ons  for  'penitential  works,  to  be  perform- 
ed, for  a  period  of  days  or  years  br  even 
for  the  whole  life  of  the  penitent,  accord- 
ing to  the  gravity  of  his  sins.  The  in- 
dulgence remitted  so  many  days  or  so 
many  years  of  such  canonical  penances 
and  of  the  satisfaction  which  correspond- 
ed with  them,  and  such  remission  was 
called  a  partial  indulgence.  An  entire 
reniis  ion  was  called  ;9/c/i«rj/.  And  tiiough 
the  public  penances  of  those  canons  are 
not  now  performed  by  penitents,  yet  the 
obligation  of  satisfaction  being  the  same, 
the  granting  of  partial  or  plenary  indul- 
gences still  prevails.  When  these  are 
granted  by  the  competent  ecclesiastical 
authority,  and  the  faithful  comply  with 
the  conditions  with  a  jiroper  spirit,  they 
obtain  from  the  mercy  of  God  great 
spiritual  favours,  for  God  has  said  to  Him 
in  whose  hands  He  placed  lh«  Keys  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven:  "  WItatsoever 
thou  shall,  bind  upon  earth  it  shall  be  bound 
also  in  heaven  :  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt 
loose  on  earth,  it  shall  be  loosed  also  in  hea- 
ven"    Math.  c.  xvi.  v.  19.

ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  PROPAGA. 
TIOV  OF  THE  FAITH. 

To  assist  by  alms  and  prayers,  the 
CathoHc  missionaries,  who  are  charged 
with  preaching  the  Gospel  to  Foreign 
nations,  is  the  object  of  this  association. 
Members  contribute  one  cent  per  week. 
They  are  to  recite  daily,  one  Our  Father 
and  one  Hail  itf«ry,  and  to  add  this  invo- 
cation :  "  Saint  Francis  Xavier  pray  for 
i*s."  The  Our  Father  and  Hail  Mary  of 
the  Morning  or  Evening  prayer,  may  be 
offered  for  this  purpose. 

The  association  is  administered  by  two 
central  councils,  one  of  which  is  in  Ly- 
ons, the  other  in  Paris,  France.  The  re- 
ports of  subscriptions,  &c.,  appear  in  the 
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Annals  of  the  Propagation  of  the  Faith, 
six  numbers  of  which  appear  annually. 
Every  ten  members  can  receive  a  copy  of 
each  number. 

The  Sovereign  Pontifs,  Pius  VII.  Leo 
XII.  Pius  VIII.  Gregory  XVI.  have,  by 
rescript,  warmly  recommended  this  asso- 
ciation to  the  faithful,  granting  indulgen- 
ces, which  may  be  applied  to  the  souls 
in  purgatory. 

The  association  was  first  established  in 
Lyons  in  the  year  1822,  on  the  festival  of 
"  the  Finding  of  the  Holy  Cross,  and  on 
this  Festival  a  plenary  indulgence  may  be 
gained  by  the  members.  Also  on  the 
feast  of  St.  Francis  Xavier,  the  patron  of 
the  society,  and  once  a  month,  on  any 
day  selected  by  the  member,  who  each 
day  of  the  month  says  the  appointed 
prayers.  To  gain  the  indulgence,  the 
member  must  be  sorry  for  his  sins,  make 
his  confession,  receive  holy  commuuion, 
visit  the  church  or  oratory  of  the  Institu- 
tion, if  it  have  one,  and  if  not,  visit  the 
parish  church  or  chapel,  and  there  offer 
prayers  for  the  prosperity  of  the  churchy 
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and  the  intention  of  the  pope.  The  sick 
and  infirm,  are  (iispensed  from  the  visit 
to  the  church,  if  with  the  advice  of  their 
confessor  they  do  their  best  to  comply 
with  the  other  conditions.  The  indul- 
gence on  these  festivals  can  be  obtained 
either  on  the  day,  or  within  the  pctaves. 
A  partial  inchdgence  of  one  hundred 
days  can  be  gained  each  time  that  the 
member  says  the  preset ibed  prayers  with 
a  contrite  heart,  or  makes  a  donation  to 
the  missions,  or  performs  some  other 
pious  or  cliaritable  work. 
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Archconfraternity  of  the  Sacred  and 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  to  Pray 
for  the  Conversion  of  Sinners. 

This  pious  Associatioii  was  establish- 
ed in  Paris,  at  the  church  of  Notre  Dame 
des  Victoires,  Dec.  10,  1836,  by  the  pastor 
Rev.  M.  DeGeneltes,  and  approved  by 
the  Pope,  on  the  24th  Api"!!?  1838,  accord- 
ing the  privilege  of  aggregating  similar 
associations.  To  pray  for  the  conversion 
of  sinners  is  its  primary  object. 

The  chief  requirement  is,  that  each 
associate,  after  his  name  has  been  regis- 
tered, should  recite  every  day  the  Jdaii 
Mary  for  the  intentions  of  the  Associa- 
tion. Besides  which,  a  short  act  of  ob- 
lation of  the  thoughts,  words  and  actions 
of  the  day  to  God  through  the  Holy  and 
Immaculate  heart  of  tlie  ever  Blessed 
Virgin  Mary  is  recommended,  with  the 
following  short  prayers:  "  Mary,  refuge 
of  sinners,  pray  for  us."  "  0  Mary,  con- 
ceived without  sin,  pray  for  us  who  have 
recourse  to  thee." 
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It  is  further  recommended,  1st,  To  re- 
ceive communion  once  a  month.  2.  To 
recite  the  fifteen  Mysteries  of  the  Rosary 
once  a  week,  and  offer  the  Communion 
and  Rosary  for  the  intentions  of  the  As- 
sociation. 3.  To  wear  either  the  Medal 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception,  or  that 
known  as  "  the  Miraculous  Medal."  4. 
To  say,  often  the  prayer  of  St.  Bernard, 
the  Memorare  or  "  Remember." 

The  Associates,  complying  with  the 
usual  conditions,  can  gain  the  following 
plenary  indulgences  : 

1.  On  the  day  of  Admission. 

2.  At  the  hour  of  Death. 

3.  On  the  Sunday  before  Septuagesima. 

4.  On  the  feast  of  our  Lord's  circiirn- 
cision. 

5.  On  the  feasts  of  the  Purification, 
Annunciation,  Assumption,  Conception, 
Seven  Dolours,  and  Nativity  of  our  131ess- 
ed  Lady. 

6.  On  the  festival  of  the  conversion  of 
St.  Paul,  25!h  of  January. 

7.  On  that  of  St.   Magdalen,  July  22d. 

8.  On  any  two  days  of  the  month  the 
member  may  select. 
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9.  On  the  anniversary  of  their  Baptism. 

An  indulgence  of  000  days  can  be 
gained  by  members  who  assist  at  the 
masses  celebrated  on  Saturdays,  in  honor 
of  the  Holy  and  Immaculate  Heart  of 
Mary,  in  the  church  or  cliapel  of  the 
confraternity,  and  there  pray  for  the 
conversion  of  sinners. 

On  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month  a 
mass  is  offered  for  deceased  members  in 
the  chnrcli  of  No b-e  Dame  des  Victoires,  at 
Paris. 

THE     HOLY     SCAPULAR     OF     OUR'    LADY     OP 
MOUNT   CARMEL. 

The  word  scapular  is  derived  from  the 
Latin,  and  signifies  a  garment  worn  over 
the  shouklers.  The  devotion  of  the 
Scapular  was  instituted  towards  the  mid- 
dle of  the  13th  century.  St.  Simon  Stock, 
one  '  of  the  superiors  of  the  monks  of 
Mount  Carmel,  in  England,  established 
it  in  consequence  of  the  singular  favour 
extended  to  him  by  the  Blessed  Virgin, 
who,  appearing  to  him,  presented  to  him 
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the  scapular  as  the  livery  of  her  confra- 
ternity, a  privilege  granted  to  him  and 
to  all  the  Carmelites,  with  the  declara- 
tion that  "  pr/ioeycr  shall  be  so  happy  as  to 
die  wearing  this  garment,  shall  not  suffer  in 
the  eteryial  flames  of  Hell."''  A  promise  of 
protection,  which  is  not  interpreted  as 
assuring  to  the  sinner,  who  wears  the 
scapular,  a  preservation  fiom  eternal 
punishment  if  he  persevere  and  die  in 
his  sins,  but  rather  a  promise  to  protect 
him  from  dying  in  sin  by  procuring  him 
the  grace  of  conversion  and  repentance. 
This  vision  occurred  on  the  16th  of  July 
1251  Since  then  Popes,  Kings,  princes, 
>and  the  faithful  of  every  rank  have 
sought  the  protection  of  the  Blessed  Vir- 
gin by  wearing  the  scapular  a?  her  livery. 
The  bull  of  Pope  John  XXII.  issued 
March  3d,  1322,  and  called  the  Sabbatine 
Bull,  represents  that  the  Blessed  Virgin 
appeared  to  him  and  promised  a  still 
greater  favour  to  tlie  members  of  this 
devout  confraternity,  which  is,  their  de- 
liverance from  purgatory,  (if  they  have 
been  sent   there,)   on   the   Saturday  after 
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their  death.  This  bull  has  received  the 
approbation  of  several  of  the  Sovereign 
Pontifs. 

To  gain  the  graces  and  privileges  an- 
nexed to  the  scapular,  two  things  are 
necsssary. 

1st.  The  scapular  must  be  received 
with  the  accustomed  ceremonies  from,  a 
priest  empowered  to  give  it. 

2d.  It  must  be  devoutly  worn,  as  a 
scapular,  that  is  hanging  from  the  shoul- 
ders. When  it  is  worn  out  it  may  be 
replaced  by  another,  blessed  or  not, 
without  a  new  ceremony. 

N.  B.  The  pious  reception  and  devout 
wearing  of  the  scapiilar,  without  any  special 
prayers  on  account  of  it,  is  of  inestimable 
advantage  to  the  christian. 

But  to  gain  the  privileges  of  the  Sabba- 
tine  bull,  the  following  conditions  must 
be  complied  with. 

1st.  Chastity  to  be  observed  according 
to  the  state  of  life  of  the  member. 

2dly.  Those  who  can  read  should  each 
day  recite  the  little  office  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin. 
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Those  who  cannot  read,  instead  of  the 
office,  must  abstain  from  the  use  of  flesh 
meat  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays. 

N.  B.  Persons  who  can  read  are  not 
free  to  choose  the  abstinence  on  Wediies- 
days  and  Saturdays,  instead  of  the  office 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin.  But  for  reasons, 
they  may  obtain  a  commutation  from  a 
confessor  who  has  the  faculty  to  grant 
such  commutation. 

The  scapular  must  be  worn  continu- 
ally, nii^ht  and  day,  and  especially  at  the 
hour  of  death. 

Children  may  be  invested  and  partake 
of  the  Sabbatine  privilege  without  being 
obliged  to  any  thing  before  the  age  of 
seven  years.  After  obtaining  the  use  of 
reason,  they  must  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions to  gain  the  privileges. 

The  cloth  of  the  scapular  must  be 
woolen  and  of  a  dark  brown  colour,  the 
two  parts  attached  by  woolen  strings  for 
wearing  part  on  the  breast  and  part  on 
the  back.  The  picture,  and  initials  I.  H. 
S.,  usually  put  on  them,  are  not  necessary. 

For    sharing   in    the    merits  and  good 
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works  of  the  confraternity,  no  particular 
prayer,  fast,  or  abi^tinence  lias  been 
prescribed  by  the  church,  but  each  mem- 
ber is  free  to  oiler  such  as  his  piety  will 
dictate.  Those  who  recite  seven  owr 
Father''s,  and  seven  HoU  Mary's  each 
day,  being  members,  ga'n  an  indulgt  nee 
of  forty  days,  but  these  are  not  the  pray- 
ers prescribed  for  the  Sabbatine  privilege, 
which,  as  we  have  said,  is  the  little  office 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  The  others  can 
only  take  the  place  of  the  office  by  an 
authoritative  commutation. 

No  one  should  be  deterred  fio.n  be 
coming  a  member  by  the  idea  that  they 
cannot  read  the  office  of  the  Blessed  Vir- 
gin, or  perform  the  abstinence,  because 
by  leading  a  good  life  and  devoutly 
wearing  the  scapular,  they  can  gain  most 
of  the  advantages  of  the  confraternity. 

To  the  members  of  the  scnpuhir  of 
Mount  Carmel  are  granted  a  plenary  in- 
dulgence. 

1.  On  the  day  of  admission,  (by  Pope 
Paul,  V.) 

2.  On  tlie   feast  of  our  Lady  of  Mount 
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Carmel,  July    16,  or  during  the  octave, 
(Paul  v.,  and  Benedict  XIV.) 

3.  On  the  day  in  each  month  wlieu 
there  is  a  procession  in  honor  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin,  to   those  who  assist  ai  it. 

4.  At  the  liour  of  death,  for  those  who 
pronounce  devoutly  the  lioly  name  of 
Jesus,  or  at  least  say  it  in  their  hearts. 
(Paul  V.) 

5.  Everytime  that  other  confraternities 
have  a  plenary  indulgence,  ^Sixtus  IV, 
Clement  VII.) 

6.  On  all  the  festivals  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin,  of  the  twelve  Apostles,  and  of 
the  canonized  .  saints  of  the  Carmelite 
order,  (Gregory  XVI.) 

7.  Those  who  wear  the  scapular,  may 
on  two  days  in  each  week  at  their  op- 
tion, gain  a  plenary  indulgence,  (Gregory 
XVI.) 

Several  partial  indulgencies  can  also 
be  gained  by  the  members,  as: 

1.  Of  five  years  and  five  quarantaines 
to  members  who  accompany  the  blessed 
sacrament  to  the  sick,  (Paul  V.) 

2.  Five  years  and  five  quarantaines  to

those  who  receive  holy  communion  once 
a  montli,  and  pray  for  the  intentions  of 
the  Pope. 

3.  Three  hundred  days  to  those  who 
abstain  from  meat  on  Wednesday  and 
Saturday. 

4.  One  hundred  days  each  time  the 
member  gives  an  alms  or  performs  some 
other  corporal  or  spiritual  work  of  mercy. 

5.  Forty  days,  once  a  day,  to  those 
%vho  recite  seven  our  Fathcr^s,  and  seven 
Hail  Mary''s,  in  honor  of  the  seven  joys 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  viz  :  The  Annun- 
ciation, the  Visitation,  the  Nativity,  the 
Adoration  of  the  tliree  Kings,  the  finding 
of  Jesus  in  the  Temple,  the  Resurrection, 
and  the  Assumption. 

N.  B.  All  these  by  suffrage  can  be  ap- 
plied to  the  souls  in  Purgatory. 

THE   LIVING   ROSARY. 

This  devotion  commenced  in  the  city 
of  Lyons  in  1820.  It  was  approved  by 
Pope  Gregory,  XVI,  who  annexed  to  it 
the  following  indulgences: 

The   members,    who    recite    the    part 
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assigned  to   them,   may   gain   a  plenary 
indulgence. 

1st.  On  the  first  festival  after  their  ad- 
mission. 

2d.  On  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month. 

3d.  On  the  feasts  of  Christmas,  Epi- 
phany, Circumcision,  Easter,  Ascension, 
Corpus  Christ],  Pentecost,  and  Trinity 
Sunday  ;  and  on  all  the  festivals  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin,  provided  they  receive  the 
sacraments  of  penance  and  the  Eucharist 
on  those  days,  and  ofi'er  up  some  prayers 
in  a  church. 

4.  A  partial  indulgence  of  one  hun 
dred  days  each  time  they  recite  their 
paft  during  the  week. 

Also  an  indulgence  of  seven  years  and 
seven  times  forty  days  each  time  they 
recite  their  part  on  Sunday's  and  Festi- 
vals. 

'•The  Living  Rosary"  is  the  union  of 
fifteen  persons  into  a  circle  for  saying 
the  Rosary.  The  fifteen  tj^steries  being 
divided,  one  to  each  of  the  iifteen.  Thus 
each  recites  one  our  Father,  ten  Hail 
Mary's,  and  <me  ^^Glory  he  to  the  Father,''' 
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&c..  every  duy  in  honor  of  the  mystery 
assigned. 

A  number  of  these  circles  form  a  so- 
dality under  the  direction  of  a  clergyman. 

The  member  to  whom  the  first  mystery 
is  allotted  recites  before  his  decade  the 
crecd^  the  our  Father,  and  three  Hail  Ma- 
ry^s,  which  precede  the  Rosary,  and  each 
member  concludes  his  part  with  this 
short  prayer. 

"May  the  Divine  Heart  of  Jesus,  and 
"the  Immaculate  Heart  ol  Mary,  be  ever 
"known,  loved,  and  imitated  in  all  places 
"throughout  the  world." 

N.  B.  Monthly  donations  are  made  by 
the  members,  to  be  employed  in  meeting 
the  expenses  of  the  sotlality,  for  printing, 
stationary,  &c.,  or  procuring  vestsments 
and  ornaments  for  the  altar.  The  dona- 
tion in  this  country  is  six  cents  per 
month. 

Jlssociation  of  prayers  for  the  conversion 
of  those  who,  in  this  country,  arc  not  in 
communion  with  the  church. 

By  a  rescript  of  the  5th  September 
1852,  our  Holy  Father,  Pope  Pius,  IX,  at 
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the  instance  of  the  National  Council  of 
Baltimore,  approves  thi-s  association,  and 
accords  the  following  indulgences  : 

1.  To  those  '  who  recite  the  following 
prayer  : 

"Almighty  and  Eternal  God,  who 
savest  all,  and  wilt  have  none  to  perish, 
have  regard  to  the  souls  wdio  are  led 
astray  by  the  deceits  of  the  devil  that 
rejecting  all  errors,  the  hearts  of  those 
who  err  may  be  converted,  and  may  re- 
turn to  the  unity  of  thy  truth,  through 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen."  The  Pope 
grants  a  plenary  indulgence  on  receiving 
the  Easter  communion. 

2.  Also  a  plenary  indulgence  at  the 
hour  of  death,  on  confessing  their  sins 
with  sincere  sorrow,  anil  receiving  the 
Holy  Eucharist;  or  if  unable  to  receive 
communion,  on  their  invoking  the  Holy 
name  of  Jesus  with  their  lips,  or  at  least 
in  their  hearts.. 

3..  He  grants  an  indulgence  of  one 
hundred  days  each  time  they  recite  the 
above  prayer. 

4.  Those  not  able  to  recite  the  above 
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prayer,  may  gain  these  indulgences  by 
daily  saying  in  its  place  an  our  Father,  a 
Hail  Mary,  and  a  Glory,  with  the  same 
intention.
